Kaiser’s greatest concern is what happens to 
players during the transition period from 15 
years through to senior level. 

“We have a vast pool of talented players in 
the 14 to 16 years age bracket but for some 
reason they are not coming out of the process 
as outstanding senior players. 

“We're not doing justice to these players and 
it doesn’t surprise me that so many of them 
drop out of the game. 

“It’s our job to provide the coaches who can 
put the polish on these young players, and 
give them the soccer education needed to 
make the step from junior into youth and 
finally on to senior grade.

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Keegan, re- 
garded as the best 
English player of 
the last 15 years, 
believes he 
achieved so much 
on the football field 
because he realised 
his limitations. 


He modestly admits 
he has ‘limited re- 
sources” as a footbal- 
ler, relying on de- 
termination, will and 
hard work to reach the 
top, 

Yet his greatest 
achievement is that he 
has, in his words, en- 
joyed every minute of 
it, 


It seems a remark- 
able contrast that 
Keegan has worked so 
hard at his career yet 
has enjoyed it so 
much. 


However, hard work 
and enjoyment do not 
seem incompatible 
when you meet Kevin 
Keegan. 


When a_ player 
strives to achieve so 
much, as Keegan did, 
obviously there is a 
great deal of satisfac- 
tion in reaching those 


goals. 
In a special inter- 
view with ASW, 


Keegan brought up 
many points which 
are pertinent to all 
people involved with 
junior and youth foot- 
ball in Australia, 

His main criticism of 
football at this level is 
that children are 
coached too much too 
early. 

“All right, they've 
got to be shown what 
they're doing wrong, 
they've got to get fit 
and they've got to be

“But you've got to let 
them play a bit and 
enjoy it. 

“At 13, 14, 15, you 
start to learn what you 
can and can’t do, what 
you can get away with 
and what you can’t get 
away with. You very 
soon find your level. 

“A good young play- 
er is one who brings 
his strengths out and 
covers his weaknes- 
ses up. If you can do 
that, then you're 
already on the way to 
achieving a lot with 
your ability. 

“It’s no good me 
knocking a ball past a 
player 50 yards and 
racing him. I have to 
get it in tight and nip 
it past him. The first 10 
yards is what it's all 
about for me. 

“Tan Rush could 
knock it 50 yards past 
him and go. But Tan’ 
Rush doesn’t score

Keegan says Jesper 
Olsen, the Dane who 
joined Manchester Un- 
ited this season, is an 
example of a skilful 
player who has had to 
adjust to the rigorous 
demands of British 
club football. 

Keegan also points 
to the wide range of 
activities that are in- 
creasingly accessible 
for youngsters today, 
and ‘believes kids are 
mot desperate enough 
to get to the top in 
football.

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AUSTRALIA’s soccer fraternity was 
greatly saddened when the news broke 
that “Uncle” Joe Viasits, one of Australia’s 
greatest soccer people, had passed away. 


He had suffered 
great pain over the 
past three years with 
kidney disease and 
had undergone 
numerous operations 
as well as being con- 
nected to a dyalisis 
machine. 

Had it not been for 
his enormous heart, 
the pain and suffering 
this man went through 
would have killed him 
much earlie 

Last week, Uncle 
Joe's big heart, which 
had won countless 
battles for him, finally 
gave up the fight; he 
suffered a heart attack 
at the bus stop on his 
way to Westmead 
Hospital for his regu- 
lar treatment. 


POWER 


What made this 64- 
year-old Hungarian 
such a big name on 
the Australian soccer 


scene? 
He was a first-class 
human being. 


Uncle Joe had some- 
thing very special ab- 
out him. It was more 
than just charisma. It 
was a power that 
emanated from him to 
players under his 
control. 

It was an unexplain- 
able art, talent, ability 
or gift that made every 


member of all the 
squads under his con- 
trol, fully respect the 
man and want to play 
for Uncle Joe. 

He extracted a spe- 
cial type of respect 
and a very real sense 
of responsibility from 
all players, enabling 
them to perform well 
beyond normal capac- 
ity and ability. 

I first met Uncle Joe 
in 1960 at the Sydney 
Athletic Field when he 
sent out his now- 
famous Canterbury 
“Babes” to warm up 
for an Ampol Cup 
match against the 
magical Prague team. 

Although it was a 
night match, Uncle Joe 
came out of Canter- 
bury’s dressing rooms, 
wearing a soft felt hat: 


a hat which was to 
become his trade 
mark. 

Uncle Joe is sur- 


vived by his widow 
Federika and their 
married daughters, 
Maria and Laurie. 

At his funeral ser- 
vice last Friday mor- 
ning at the Northern 
Suburbs Cremator- 
ium, many soccer peo- 
ple turned up to pay 
their last respects to 
Australia’s soccer 
master.

His constant, strong 
belief in youth was a 
policy that followed 
him around wherever 
he went and laid the 
foundations for Aus- 
tralia’s new, young in- 
ternational’ side from 
1967 to 1969. 

He took over Canter- 
bury in 1957 and cre- 
ated famous players 
of the likes of Johnny 
Watkiss, Brian Smith, 
the Warren brothers 
(Johnny and Geoff),

standard of play. 

The numerous sen- 
dings-off and cautions 
this year are not the 
resuit of bad re- 
fereeing. 


REFLECTED 


They are the result 
of the increased 
lawlessness in our 
community and on our 
sports field. 

The people who are 
most able to produce 


law and order on the 
field of play are the 
coaches. 

As mentioned in a 
previous article, the 
attitudes of coaches 
are reflected in their 
players. 

Going beyond the 
Laws of the Game is 
not necessary to gain 
success.

KIRSOPP

Another 1,000 
refs needed

THE Australian Affiliated Soccer Referees 
Federation is passing the message 
around. 

Their last meeting was held down south in 
Harden and the next time they go west to 
Orange. 

But everywhere president Brian Fowler goes, 
the story is that more whistlers are needed, 

On recent count there were 1,955 qualified 
referees in the branch. 

Brian says that another 1,000 could be placed 
as soon as they qualified. 

There is always a steady turnover of referees. 
Fowler says: “People do not come to you with 
open arms shouting ‘Here I am, I want to be a 
referee: To recruit new referees is hard work.” 

If the AASRF cannot get that other 1,000 
referees, then they will be in deep trouble 
covering entres and lines during the year. 

Secretary Ron Beaumont has faced up to the 
Tecruitment problem many times over. 

He lost 70 referees last year but went from 
door to door secking replacements. 

As a result, district has 170 officials to 

attend to their local games,

TEN COMMANDMENTS 
FOR PARENTS 


1. Thou shalt not encourage thy lad to score goals by the payment of 
filthy lucre. 

The real reward from playing soccer is simply to enjoy the game. Losing or 
winning are largely incidental. 


2. Thou shalt not rave, shriek, scream or rage, or otherwise misbehave, 
from the sidelines during a match. 

Parents can, and should, inspire the team (“Come on, Homsby Heights”, 
“Well played, Hornsby Heights", etc) in a civilised manner. Encourage 
good attitudes of behaviour by example. 


3. Thou shalt never criticise thy lad, no matter what the result of a 


game. 
Where a team has lost, not a single member of the team NEEDS to be told 
they did not play too well — for they will know only too well. Always try 


hard to find something to praise, to encourage. 


4. Thou shalt never criticise thy coach. 

Coaching can often be a far from easy task, Remember — when a team 
wins well, the team usually receives the praise. But when a team loses it is 
often the coach who is blamed. Tolerance, support and understanding is 
required, 


5. Thou shalt not “advise” or “coach” a lad from the sidelines. 

During a game, allow the team to play as they see it should be. Rarely can 
a lad hear properly and shouted extraneous “advice” during a game, and 
it will more than likely cause some confusion. 


6. Thou shalt fully support thy coach in all he does. 
Encourage him to take a fully active part in the clubs activities, attend 
meetings, coaching courses, etc. Your team will be the real beneficiaries. 


7. Thou shalt mightily encourage thy lad in the concepts of sportsman- 
ship and fair play at all times. 

Soccer is an extremely fast game, requiring a high degree of skill, 
concentration and intelligence. Where incidents occasionally do occur, 
respect by the lads for the referee's and linesmen's decisions — and other 
players — is vital. Shaking hands with the other team after a match is an 
excellent start! 


8. Thou shalt cause thy lad to always desire to train concientiously. 

The hour or so devoted to coaching on weekday evenings is often more 
important to the lads' soccer than the weekend games, as this is where 
their levels of skill and expertise are developed.

LIVERPOOL through comfortably, 
almost without breaking sweat, but 
Juventus scraping in narrowly ... that 
was the European Cup semi-final story 
from Athens and Bordeaux. 

The English champions took a massive 4-0 
advantage of Greece for their return match 
against Panathinaikos and a goal from Mark 
Lawrenson in the Olympic Stadium in Athens 
Bave them a 5-0 aggregate victory. 

Juventus also looked as good as in the Final 
with their 3-0 first leg win over Bordeaux in 
Turin, but they had several frights before 
clinching success i the return leg. 

In fact, Bordeaux won 2-0 with goals from 
Dieter Mueller and Patrick Battiston and failed 
to reach the Final in Brussels on a 3-2 aggre- 
gate. 

The European Cup Final will be played on 
May 29 and if tradition counts, Liverpool will be 
favourites. 

The men from Merseyside have won the 
world’s greatest club tournament four times but 
Juventus have never won it, although they did 
defeat Liverpool 2-0 in this years Super Cup. 

Of particular interest to Australians was the 
surprise appearance of Craig Johnston as a 
Substitute 20 minutes from the end of the match 
against Panathinaikos, 

Johnston, transfer-listed and completely out 
of favour at Liverpool, replaced expensive 
signing Paul Walsh. 

Could this herald peace between Johnston 
and his club? 

In the Cup Winners Cup semi-finals, another 
Merseyside team, Everton, had a magnificent 
3-1 victory against Bayern Munich to go into 
the Final ‘agsinst Rapid Vienna on May 15 in 
Rotterdam. 

Everton overcome the slight thiccup of an early 
Bayern goal scored by Dieter Hoeness to ham- 
mer home match-winning efforts from Grame 
Sharp, Adny Gray and Trevor Steven in the 
second half. 

The undefeated run enjoyed by Everton has 
now stretched to 24 games, 

Rapid Vienna drew 1-1 in Moscow against 
Dynamo after a first leg 3-1 success in Austria.
